New York, Feb. ll (AP)—A new 
electric needle which restarts hearts

ice of the Third district, and of the 
Witkin Foundation for the Study 
and Prevention of H eart Disease. 


The new one uses a different kind 
of electrical current to start hearts. 
With all equipment, it is only the 
size of a hand flashlight and runs 
on a single, dry cell battery. 
The 
old needle required forty pounds of 
equipment. 
In angina pectoris and coronary 
heart troubles, the types of heart 
disease which kill many of the lead­ 
ers of business, industry and gov­ 
ernment, the new needle offers its 
best opportunity for advances. 
Do Not Cure Heart Trouble
